NEW  YORK  (UPI)  — There 
are  more  nurses  in  America 
now  than  ever  before — but  the 
*uppiy  still  is  inadequate  to 
meet  present  needn 

A report  on  The  nurse  situa- 
tion, compiled  by  “Patterns  of 
Disease,"  a publication  for  doc- 
tors, showed  that  the  number 
of  professional  nurses  increased 
2.3  times  since  1920. 

But  positions  are  unfilled, 
wards  close  for  lack  of  nurses 
and  many  counties  lack  a public 
health  nurse,  the  report  showed. 

In  one  recent  period,  for  ex- 
ample, it  was  found  about  1 1 
per  cent  of  full-time  nursing 
positions  in  hospitals  were  va- 
cant. 

But  the  «truatlon  var'.et  from 
hospital  to  hospital.  One  large 
city  reported  that  only  42  per 
cent  of  the  budgeted  positions 
for  professional  nurses  in  its  de- 
partment of  hospitals  are  filled. 


' In  addition  to  the  need  for 
I bedside  nurses,  'Paltems'*  esti- 
mated that  by  1965  the  nation 
will  need  5,200  nurses  with  new- 
ly granted  master's  degrees 
each  year. 

However  during  an  academic 
year  studied  by  ' Patterns.  ' on- 
ly 997  nurses  across  the  country 
were  granted  this  degree-_iess 
than  one-fifth  the  number  cited 
above.

"The  average  salary  of  the 
general  duty  nurse  in  a hospital 
has  increased  85  per  cent  since 
1946“  according  to  “Patterns.**

persons  increased  78  per  cent.

The  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity Cougars  vaulted  into  a sec- 
ond place  tie  with  Colorado  State 
in  the  Skyline  Conference  this 
weekend  with  two  impressive

The  Lobos,  who  have  lost  to 
the  Cats  in  19  consecutive  out- 
ings, couldn’t  stir  up  enough 
power  to  halt  the  strong  BYU 
attack. 

The  Cougars  gained  22  points 
in  the  first  half  at  the  free  throw 
line  and  led  38-30  at  the  half. 

FRANCIS  GRANT  and  Joe 
McKay  kept  the  Lobos  in  the 
game  in  the  first  half,  putting  on 
a two-man  scoring  show. 

Gary  Batchelor  hit  14  points 
in  the  second  half  to  put  BYU 
well  out  in  front.

Myth  of  Lincoln  Grows 
As  Centennial  Arrives 


“In  God  we  trust’’  was  first 
authorized  for  inscription  on  a 
United  States  coin  during  the 
presidency  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 

In  1861  M.  R.  Watkinson,  a 
clergyman  living  in  Reddleyville, 
Pa.,  wrote  to  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  Chase,  appealing  for 
a religious  inscription  on  United 
- States  coins.  One  week  after  Mr. 
Chase  received  the  letter,  he 
addressed  a note  to  James  Pol- 
lock, Director  of  the  Mint,  ask- 
ing that  steps  be  taken  to  de- 
clare the  trust  of  all  people  in 
God— :pn  our  national  coins.  i 

LEGAL  BARRIERS  stood  in 
the  way  of  immediately  carrying 
out  the  proposal,  and  it  was  not 
until  three  years  later,  April  22, 
1864,  that  an  act  was  passed: 
authorizing  the  coinage  of  a twp^ 
cent  piece  bearing  the  religious ! 
inscription. 

About  a month  before  Lincoln ' 
was  assassinated.  Congress 
passed  an  act  authorizing  the  in- 
scription of  the  motto,  “In  God 
we  trust”  on  all  United  States  I 
coins. 

MORE  HAS  been  written 
about  Abraham  Lincoln  than 
about  any  other  American  who 
ever  lived.  More  than  250  books" 
and  pamphlets  dealing  exclusive- 
ly with  Abraham  Lincoln  were 
published  in  1959,  the  sesquicen- 
tennial  year  of  Lincoln’s  birth. 

An  ever  increasing  mythology 
has  sprung  up  around  the  life  of 
Abraham  Lincoln.  One  such 
myth  states  that  Abraham  Lin- 
coln’s father  was  shiftless  and 
poverty  stricken.  As  a matter  of 
fact,  Mr.  Lincoln  owned  and 
paid  cash  for  the  three-hundred 
acre  farm  on  which  Abraham 
was  born,  and  owned  another 
farm  of  238  acres  at  the  same 
time. 

STILL  ANOTHER  myth  pic- 
tures Abraham  Lincoln  as  a con- 
sistent failure  until  destiny  swept 
him  into  the  presidency.  Actual- 
ly, Lincoln  was  elected  to  the 
Illinois  Legislature  at  the  age  of 
25  and  was  re-elected  at  each 
bi-annual  election  thereafter  for 
eight  years.  At  the  age  of  27  he 
was  floor  leader  in  the  Legisla- 
ture. 


of  his  Gettysburg  Address  and 
the  acceptance  of  this  speech  as 
a masterpiece  was  not  the  lucky 
happenstance  of  extemporaneous 
oratory,  but  rather  the  reward  of 
sincere,  revererrt,  and  careful 
preparation. 

IN  HIS  Gettysburg  Address, 
Abraham  Lincoln  did  not — as  do 
so  many  present-day  speakers — 
emphasize  the  words  “of,”  “by,” 
and  “for”  in  the  famous  phrase, 
“government  of  the  people,  by 
the  people,  for  the  people.” 

; A shorthand  reporter  present 
' at  Gettysburg  who  had  often  re- 
corded the  president’s  speeches 
later  stated  that  Lincoln  had 
stressed  the  word  “people”  rather 
than  the  prepositions.  There  is 
evidence  from  several  other 
sources  that  Lincoln  emphasized 
! the  word  “people”  as  he  had 
done  while  expressing  the  same 
thought  in  his  first  message  to 
' Congress. 

NO  ONE  AT  the  time  the 
Gettysburg  Address  was  deliv- 


ered called  any  attention  to  the 
emphasis  of  the  prepositions. 

Abraham  Lincoln  lived  his  en- 
tire lifetime  without  seeing  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States 
amended  even  once.  Lincoln’s  at- 
titude toward  changing  the  Con- 
stitution was  reflected  in  a state- 
ment which  he  once  made,  “new 
provisions  would  introduce  new 
difficulties,  and  thus  create  an 
increased  appetite  for  further 
change.”

At  31  he  was  presidential  elec- 
tor for  Harrison,  at  35  elector-at- 
large  for  Clay,  at  39  the  lone 
Whig  Congressman  elected  from 
Illinois.  In  1849  he  declined  a 
tentative  appointment  as  Terri- 
torial Governor  of  Oregon. 

IN  1854  HE  was  again  elected 
to  the  Legislature  and  in  1856, 
with  no  effort  whatever  on  his 
part,  he  received  110  votes  in  the 
first  National  Republican  Con- 
vention as  a nominee  for  the 
vice-presidency. 

Two  popular  myths  concern- 
ing Abraham  Lincoln’s  Gettys- 
burg Address  have  gained  cred- 
ence through  the  years.  One  such 
story  claims  that  Lincoln  wrote 
the  now  famous  speech  on  an  old 
piece  of  wrapping  paper  with  a 
borrowed  pencil  stub  while  on 
the  train  from  Washington  to 
Gettysburg. 

ANOTHER  TALE  has  that  the 
address  was  not  composed  until 
Lincoln  reached  the  home  of  his 
Gettysburg  host,  Colonel  David 
Wills.  Here  are  some  interesting 
facts  on  this  subject.  The  Library 
of  Congress  has  both  a prelimi- 
nary adress  and  the  battlefield 
copy  of  the  Gettysburg  Address. 
Comparison  of  the  two  copies  re- 
veal corrections  on  the  battle- 
field copy,  indicating  previous 
preparation  of  the  preliminary 
address. 

Mr.  Noah  Brooks,  one  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln’s  secretaries,  was 
told  by  the  President  several 
days  before  dedication  date  that 
the  speech  already  was  written 
and  that  what  he  had  ready  to 
say  was.  “short,  short,  short.” 

AT  LEAST  three  government 
officials  are  reported  to  have 
read  the  manuscript  at  Washing- 
ton before  Lincoln  departed  for 
the  ceremonies.  Lincoln  devoted 
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
